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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the information disclosure filed January 7, 

2004. 

Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-69, drawn to device, classified in class 257, subclass 778. 

II. Claims 70-141 , drawn to method, classified in class 438, subclass 106. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to make 
other and materially different product, such as a product without: both interconnecting 
members having jacket, or having at least one member having a jacket. Furthermore, 
because the transitional claim language "comprising" is inclusive of additional process 
steps other than the particular recited steps, the scope of the process claims 
encompasses a step of heating the interconnect in order to make a final product having 
a single interconnecting member. 

Upon election of a particular invention, this application contains claims directed to 
the following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: the species of: 

I) a first member inserted into a second member; 
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II) first and second members [ and/ or including jackets] mated along adjacent 
outer edges. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
